Nixon  Sworn  In  As  President 


Moments  earlier,  Spiro  T. 
Agnew,  a Greek  immigrant’s  son 
and  former  governor  of  Maryland, 
capped  a meteoric  political  career 
when  he  took  the  oath  as  vice 
president  and  became  the  first 
man  in  line  of  succession  to  the 
presidency. 

Thousands  huddled  under 
threatening  skies  on  the 
wind-swept  Capitol  Plaza  as  Chief 
Justice  Earl  Warren  for  the  fourth 
and  last  time  in  his  life 


administered  the  oath  to  a new 
President— this  time  to  one  who 
long  has  been  his  political  foe. 

His  right  hand  raised,  Nixon 
repeated: 

“I,  Richard  Milhous  Nixon,  do 
solemnly  swear  that  I will 
faithfully  execute  the  office  of 
President  of  the  United  States, 
and  will,  to  the  best  of  my  ability, 
preserve,  protect,  and  defend  the 
constitution  of  the  United 
States.” 


He  then  added:  “So  help  me 
God,”  with  that  foregoing  his 
right  as  a Quaker  not  to  invoke 
the  deity,  as  he  had  foregone  it  by 
swearing  instead  of  affirming. 

Nixon’s  left  hand  rested  on  two 
family  Bibles  held  out  by  his  wife, 
the  nation’s  new  First  Lady,  Pat 
Nixon. 

EYES  WATCH 

Watching  intently  from  seats  of 
honor  nearby  were  Lyndon  Baines 
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Johnson,  graciously  relinquishing 
the  power  he  had  cherished  for 
five  bruising  years,  and  Hubert  H. 
Humphrey,  the  vice  president  who 
had  come  within  an  ace  of  besting 
Nixon  for  the  presidency. 

As  Nixon,  preparing  to  speak, 
looked  out  over  the  applauding 
spectators,  he  was-  virtually 
surrounded  by  bulletproof  glass. 
Secret  Service  agents  with 
automatic  weapons  peered, 
hidden  on  the  roof  above  him,  at 
the  crowd  below.  Helicopters 
loaded  with  armed  security  men 
patrolled  the  skies.  Even  members 
of  Congress  were  required  to 
present  their  credentials  before 
taking  seats  near  Nixon. 

ThCTe  were  no  incidents  at  the 
inauguration  scene.  Downtown, 
however,  police  began  scattered 
arrests  as  hundreds  of  antiwar 
protesters  surged  against  the 
barricades  along  the  inaugural 
parade  route.

Grant  Rithards  And  Status  Quo 


What  happened  to  the  “better  ideas"  that  brought 
Grant  R Ichards  and  his  administration  to  office? 

The  first  promise  of  the  Richards'  campaign  was 
an  arbitrator,  a student  body  officer  with  the 
responsibility  of  representing  students'  complaints 
to  the  executive  council.  A few  student  complaints 
are  being  heard.  Many  more  could  be  aired, 
however,  if  students  were  aware  of  this  service. 

Also  promised  was  a column  in  the  DAILY 
UNIVERSE  to  answer  student  questions.  “Sounding 
Board"  has  since  been  created,  but  not  through  the 
efforts  of  the  student  government.  Plans  for  the 
column  were  being  discussed  by  the  UNIVERSE 
staff  long  before  the  campaign  began. 

In  connection  with  the  activity  bureau,  a research 
committee  on  new  social  programs  was  to  have  been 
developed.  No  tangible  evidence  of  accomplishment 
can  as  yet  be  found. 

An  effort  was  also  supposed  to  be  made  to 
increase  the  number  of  clubs,  organizations  and 
activities  on  campus.  This  was  to  have  been  done  by 
encouraging  new  clubs  to  organize  and  by  making 
existing  organizations  more  self-responsible.  New 
clubs  have  indeed  been  started  this  year  but  no  great 
strides  have  been  made. 

The  higher-quality  concert  program  which  was 
promised  during  the  campaign  has  been  realized  this 
year  through  the  addition  of  new  concerts  and 
better  artists. 

Richards'  administration  also  promised  promotion 
of  pass-fall  and  investigation  of  our  present 
plus-minus  system.  Some  accomplishment  has  been 
made  In  this  area.  Some  graduate  courses  and  senior 
seminars  are  now  on  pass-fail  and  P.E.  classes  may 
be  so  graded  in  the  near  future.  A report  on 
plus-minus  is  forthcoming  from  the  Academics 
Office  and  action  will  follow  if  results  show  the 
need  for  change. 

The  recent  revision  of  semesters  which  will 
probably  result  in  the  end  of  the  next  fall  semester 
before  Christmas  vacation  is  the  realization  of 


another  campaign  promise.  The  student 
administration  deserves  a pat  on  the  back  for  this 
one. 

Also  in  effect,  thanks  to  Richards'  government,  is 
the  new  extension  of  library  hours.  Now  on  a trial 
basis,  this  extension  will  continue  permanently  if 
student  response  warrants  the  action. 

Carpeting  in  the  library  is  another  point  to  be 
studied,  and  hopefully  accomplished  this  year. 
Research  is  being  done,  and  action  is  encouraged, 
but  once  again,  we  can  see  no  tangible  evidence  of 
accomplishment. 

Virtually  nothing  has  been  done  on  the  promise 
for  on-campus  phones. 

A promise  was  made  to  provide  on-job  experience 
for  students  in  the  major  field.  This  program  has 
been  boosted  by  the  Y acquisition  of  the  I ronton 
plant.  Hopes  include  the  development  of  an 
Industrial  Park,  but  this  Is  another  of  those 
long-range  goals  which  may  not  be  realized  during 
the  college  careers  of  any  students  presently 
attending  BYU. 

Pres.  Richards  also  promised  direct  spending  of 
student  funds  to  activities  relative  to  the  entire 
student  body.  This  would  include  abolishing  funds 
to  organizations  such  as  the  debate  team  and  the 
Model  U.N.  and  using  the  money  to  sponsor  more 
distinguished  speakers  for  forums  and  high-quality 
artists  for  concerts. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  this  area  and  the 
situation  will  probably  continue  to  improve  until 
debate  teams  and  Model  U.N.  can  stand  on  their 
own  and  Y students  can  enjoy  the  direct  spending 
of  their  funds. 

If  he  were  to  be  appraised  by  his  first  semester 
accomplishments.  Grant  Richards  would  not  go 
down  in  Y history  as  the  most  dynamic  and 
influential  president,  but  probably  more  as  someone 
who  worked  behind  the  scenes  to  maintain  the 
status  quo.  However,  one  semester  remains  for  him 
and  his  staff  to  fulfill  their  campaign  promises.

p nagination  with  a deep  study  of  human  psycholc^. 
. -ccause  it  brings  to  the  greatest  number  of  people 
.<i:ctual  knowledge  concerning  useful  things,  it  is 
•iTSScntiallya  form  of  education...  It  has  risen  with 
^^ver-growing  rapidity  to  the  dignity  of  an  art.  It  is 
constantly  fjaving  new  paths.. .The  general  raising  of 
• me  standards  of  modem  civilization  among  all  groups 
lijf  i>eople  during  the  past  half  centur>-  would  have 
'ileen  impressible  without  the  spreading  of  the  knowl- 
i!dge  of  higher  standards  by  means  of  advertising!’ 


Dear  Mr.  Galvin : 

One  mysterious  aspect  of  business  today 
is  the  mind-bending  talent  of  the 
advertising  agency.  Increased  advertising 
sophistication  and  an  indefatigable  quest 
for  originality  have  produced  campaigns 
which  subordinate  the  client's 
chance  of  future  profits. 

Advertising  theorists  maintain  if  the 
campaign  is  creative,  the  product  will 
automatically  sell.  Thus,  ads  today  shock 
rather  than  sell,  stimulate  emotions  rather 
than  discuss  the  product.  What  is  selling 
merchandise  tpday  is  not  the  advantages 
of  the  product  but  the  ingenuity  of  the  ad. 

The  omnipresence  of  television  has 
replaced  other  media  in  importance.  Thus, 
TV  commercials  have  to  be  more  exciting 
than  the  programming ; commercial 
breaks  cannot  bore  the  viewer. 
Consequently,  heavily  advertised  products 
have  developed  distinct  personalities : the 
Volkswagen,  the  Lay  Potato  Chip,  the 
Coca  Cola  ads  all  have  distinguishable 
characteristics.  Alka-Seltzer's 
introspective  conversations  between  a 
man  and  his  stomach,  Excedrin's 
documental  analyses  of  the  headache  and 
Goodyear's  tire  for  the  woman  with  no 
man  around  are  advertising  marvels.  But  is 
selling  the  product  the  ultimate  purpose, 
or  is  that  purpose  proving  the 
ad-man's  creative  genius? 

Thus  the  question  : are  today's  ad 
campaigns  designed  to  shock  a 
media-controlled  public  into  buying  or  to 
prove  the  creative  splendor  of  the 
advertising  business?  I contend  business 
is  being  trampled  upon  by  the  ad 
agencies'  quest  for  creativity ; and, 
therefore,  if  the  product  does  sell 
it  is  strictly  accidental.

Dear  Mr.  Shelby; 

Advertising  is  one  of  the  most  often 
criticized  and  least  understood  professions. 
It  is  also  one  of  the  most  complex, 
involving  consumer  needs  and  desires, 
market  economics,  tastes,  semantics,  the 
arts,  persuasion,  and  a host  of  other 
factors.  In  advertising,  as  in  many  other 
fields,  there  is  a constant  quest  for 
originality  and  creativity.  Today's 
consumer— more  sophisticated  and  better 
educated  than  ever  before— demands  it. 

Different  advertising  techniques  are 
needed  to  sell  different  products. 
Audiences  must  be  carefully  evaluated. 
Advertising  that  sells  soft  drinks  could  not 
be  successfully  used  to  sell— say— heavy 
machinery,  surgical  instruments  or 
textbooks.  Effective  techniques  must  be 
visually  or  graphically  arresting— and 
augmented  by  carefully  chosen  language— 
to  express  the  salient  features  of  the 
product  or  service  to  the  listening, 
viewing,  or  reading  audience.  A "creative" 
ad  that  merely  displays  ingenuity,  or 
shocks,  without  presenting  the  product  in 
such  a manner  as  to  persuade  its  purchase 
on  the  basis  of  merit,  as  well  as  its 
intangible  benefits,  cannot  be  considered 
really  creative. 

Advertising  is  never  an  end  in  itself;  its 
goal  is  to  communicate  knowledge  so  that 
the  consumer  may  exercise  his  freedom  of 
choice,  his  intelligence,  and  his  desire  to 
buy  or  not.  However,  even  the  most 
creative  and  persuasive  advertising  will 
not  sustain  sales  of  inferior  merchandise 
for  very  long. 

Television  has  not  replaced  other  media  in 
importance.  While  the  impact  of  television 
cannot  be  denied,  use  of  print  advertising, 
billboards,  direct  mail,  and  other  media 
are  at  an  all-time  high. 

Like  you,  I deplore  pedestrian  and  tasteless 
advertising,  Likewise,  I deplore  "trashy" 
books,  inferior  movies,  poor  plays. 
Advertising  has  the  complex  task  of 
appealing  to  all  tastes,  all  intelligence 
levels,  all  ages,  and  both  sexes.  A person  is 
subject  daily  to  over  16,000  advertising 
messages.  Many  are  informative, 
entertaining,  motivating,  precise,  practical ; 
many  show  a lack  of  creativity,  poor  taste, 
and  over-use  of  gimmicks.  In  the  final 
analysis,  judgment  is  passed  by  each  of 
us  in  our  buying  decisions. 

In  our  sensitivity  to  that  which  we  may 
find  objectionable,  we  should  also  note 
that  the  advertising  business  donates  some 
$260  million  dollars'  worth  of  public 
service  advertising  each  year  . . . Smokey 
the  Bear,  the  Peace  Corps,  Keep  America 
Beautiful,  the  Red  Cross,  the  United 
Negro  College  Fund,  Mental  Health, 

CARE,  UNICEF,  Radio  Free  Europe, 
and  many  more  worthwhile  campaigns. 

From  what  I know  of  advertising  firms 
and  their  people,  i believe  the  profession 
offers  one  of  the  most  challenging, 
fulfilling  careers  available.  Keen  young 
critics  like  yourself  are  needed  to 
constantly  upgrade  the  quality  of  its 
services,  and  shape  them  to  fit  the  precise 
future  needs  of  society.  This  will  continue 
to  assure  responsiveness  to  the  needs 
expressed  by  the  consuming  public.
